WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—Expressions 
from each of the Powers of the Triple 
Entente that they would regard with 
disfavor the purchase of German ‘steam- 
ers for the establishment of an Ameri- 
can merchant marine were before ad- 
ministration officials for consideration 
today. 

Great Britain, France and Russia con- 
tend that vast sums of money would be 
placed at the disposal of the Germans 
through the transfer of marooned Ger- 
man steamers to the United States.

ORTY-FOUR years 

7 German armies along the 

Meuse surrounded Napoleon II! 
and the last field army of France. On 
hillsides which are now being fresh- 
ly fought over, they forged the ‘ring 
of steel’ which one day later was 
tightened to crush the beaten French. 
Surrender on Sept. 2, 1870, settled 
the fate of the Third Empire, laid 
the solid foundation of a new Ger-. 
man Empire, gave Alsace-Lorraine 
and supremacy on the Continent to 


Germany. * 
Today 2,000,000 of Germans in arms in 


France, in Belgium, in Russia and in 
Germany will endeavor to celebrate the 
anniversary by achievements which shall 
make the day memorable anew. In the 
nineteenth century it was the birthday 
of German unity and military great- 
ness. Today, for every German, the 
words of Gen. von Bernhardi, “Our next 
war means world power or downfall,’ 
have a particular meaning. 

And on this German holiday, on which 
also the first month of the war termi- 
nates, it would be impossible to deny 
that Germany has marched far upon 
the road to what her statesmen have 
long called her ‘‘Place in the Sun.” 

Her victorious armies have already 
proved utterly that the German ‘“‘ma- 
chine,”’ created by the father of Fred- 
erick the Great, used by him, remodeled 
by the soldiers of the German uprising 
in 1813, moulded on grander and more 
splendid lines by Von Moltke and Von 
Roon, is still as marvelous as ever. 

A Month’s stchicvements. 

In one short nnesnth the av_ay has swept 
through Belgium, crushed the feeble 
Belgian forces, broken down te north- 
ern gate to France, and has driven be- 
fore it French armies still unbroken, but 
yielding steadily to terrific blows dealt 
by numbers always superior—despite the 
terrible losses of each advance. To the 
precision and efficiency of the machine 
there is added the enthusiasm, the devo- 
tion of the soliders, who are fairly rival- 
ing the Japanese in their recklessness 
and contempt for death. 

Once more, the German army has 
been mobolized more. quickly, 
equipped more completely, handled 
with more skill and judgment, than 
the French. Once fmore it has been 
left to the French soldiers, aided by 
a small but sturdy army of English, 
to seek to repair, to redeem, the er- 
rors of politcians in the cabinet and 
palterers in the field. 

So far they have failed, not decisively, 
but wholly. 


French Have Allies Now. 
Yet the wonderful achievement of 


German arms should not blind the ob- 
Server to the manifest difference be- 
tween Sedan day 1870 and 1914. On tho 
earlier day, the surrender of Napoleon 
left the road to Paris open, while Ba- 
zaine, behind the walls of Metz, was 
doomed to surrender when starvation 
came. No thought of further resistance. 
save a brief siege of Paris, could have 
troubled the German invaders. No ally 
in Europe moved to succoi prostrate 
France. Yet Paris resisted %or long 
months. Gambetta raised hundreds of 
thousands of men, who fought brave 
battles, even won cne. strained German 
endurance severely bevore the inevita- 
ble came. 

Today, so far as French or German 
official statements go, no army of 
France has been routed or capturéd. On 
the Vosges, the Eastern army is fight- 
ing on even terms with an army it has 
confronted for weeks, now advancing, 
now retiring. On the Meuse a second 
army, from Verdun to Mezieres, still 
holds the ground which, like the posi- 
tion to the South, is the first line >f 
French defense within sight of the 
frontier. 

Only on the north has I'rench retreat 
been serious, and here some hundreds 
of thousands of French, with less than 
100,000 English, are fikhting and retir- 
ing, now( thrusting back, now slipping 
away the main army, 


which has penetrated some © miles into 
France. The fact that a political min- 
istry sent masses of troops to the re- 
mote Vosges, and left. Paris open, ex- 
plains German progress, but already 
French corps are coming back and re- 
inforcements are arriving from England, 
as well as from the south and west of 
France. 


“German Outlook Ominous, 
Eestward, on the Vistula, Russian ad- 


vance has begun with unexpected 
promptness, and with East Prussia al- 
mcst wholly lost, 


troops. The first are on the Somme and 
the Meuse. Panic-stricken Germans, 
fleeing from the Cossacks, are as fa- 
miliar at the moment in East Prussia as 
French refugees leaving their homes be- 
fore the Uhlan advance in Picardy, 
Artois and Flanders. 

Looking seaward, the German pros- 
pect is even more unattractive. ‘Our 
future is on the sea,”’ said the Emperor 
years ago, and now, while his great 
battle fleet lies helpless in Helgoland, 
English cruisers the world over are 
sweeping up his commerce and mer- 
chant marine, Japan is filching his Chi- 
nese colony, England’.-has taken Ger- 
man Samoa, and the patches of German 
land in Africa are doomed. 

At the close of a month of war, the 
German Emperor stands where Napo- 
leon stood before Austerlitz, with a 
splendid army, a loyal nation, a shin- 
ing record of military triumph. But 
for the Kaiser, Austerlitz has not yet 
come. France is not yet crushed. Se- 
dan day sees French defeat, but not 
disaster. She is losing the ‘first 
round.’ But neither in Paris, London 
nor St. Petersburg is there any hint of 
averting a second. Even Servia, the 
occasion of the tragedy, is stepping 
over into Bosnia, while French and 
English cannon are driving the Austri- 
ans from the foot of the Black Moun- 
tain. 

A month of horrors this has been, 
made more terrible by the fact that it 
has insured more months of suffering, 
struggle, human misery. A month in 
which each day’s news, gathered hastily 
from newspapers still fresh from the 
press, contains deeds and events which 
will be remembered as long as written 
history endures. 


British Commandeer Three Powerf! 
Wireless Stations. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—The British 


Government has commandeered the 
three high powered wireless telegraph 
stations at Poldhu, Towym and Car- 
narvon, Wales, and has made an emer- 
gency war ruling that no merchant ves- 
sel may send wireless messages while 
within three miles of the English coast, 
according to information received here 
by E, J. Nally, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Co. of America. These sta- 
tions, completed only a short time ago, 
were to have been opened to the public 
today. 

The control of this wohidbiides Plant in 
Wales, Mr. Nally said, would enable the 
British Admiralty to keep in constant 
communication with its navy vessels 
anywhere within a radius of 3000 miles. 
He said he had been informed also that 
the British Government has éemanded 
the exclusive services of 150 Marconi 
wireless operators employed at Welsh 
stations.

LIGHTNING, RAIN. 
HL AND. WIND 
SWEEP THE CITY 


Sudden Downpour in Places 
Reaches Proportions of 
a Cloudburst. 


Gen. Thunder advanced to the outer 
defensés of St. Louis this afternoon 
and for a time there was heavy cannon- 
ading, followed by a downpour of rain 
which in some portions of the city 
reached the proportions of a cloud- 
burst. 

In the Walnut Park district in North- 
west St. Louis hai] was mixed with the 
rain, but the icy shrapnel was small 
and did little damage. 

The heaviest rain was in that section 
of the city between Sarah street and 
the city limits and between Laclede 
avenue and Baden. In the West End 
the storm broke suddenly about 12:40 
p. m. and in a few minutes many streets 
were turned into miniature rivers, as the 
sewers were unable to carry off the 
water. 

Storm Increases. 

At 12:45 a light rain began falling 
in the downtown district north of 
Chouteau avenue. This developed 
into a downpour about 1:0 p. m. For 
about half an hour the fall was al- 
most as heavy in fhe central part of 
the city as it had been earlier in the 
northwestern section. 

Reports from South St. Louis were 
that the rainfall was at no time heavy 
there, though theré were showers 
about the time the rainfall reached 
its maximum elsewhere. 

At Fairground Park, bathers, many of 
them women, made a hasty rush for 
Shelter, as bathers usually do when it 
rains, although when the storm broke 
most of them were up to their necks in 
water, and as wet as they could possi- 
bly be. : 

Wind Heavy for Time. 

' At 1:30 there was a heavy wind from 
the north, which drove the rain in blind- 
ing sheets through the downtown 
streets. This wind lasted only a few 
minutes. The rain then settled to a 
steady downpour. 

In the first stages of the storm light- 
ning struck an electric light pole in 
front of the Laclede Avenue Police Sta- 
tion. The damage was slight. 

Rain did not begin to fall south of 
Chouteau avenue wntil about 1:30 Pp. m 
At that time there had been no rain 1n 
Carondelet, the extreme southern por- 
tion of the city. 

A sheet of fire came from a fuse 
box on the front platform of a west- 
bound Eighteenth street. car on Pine 
Street, near Broadway, during the 
storm, and the reflection of the flame 
in window fronts could be seen for sev- 
eral blocks. 

When F. B. Lintke, the motorman, 
replaced the burned-out fuse and start- 
ed his car, the controller box caught 
fire. This was quickly extinguished. 

Detective Woods was the only passen- 
ger on the car, and neither he nor 
Lintke were injured. It was necessarv 
for another car to push the Eighteenth 
street car to the car barns. 

Several cars on the Olive lines were 
disabled during the storm by the blowing 
out of fuses in the overhead switches. 
These blowouts usually occurred when 
there were flashes of lightning. Traffic 
on several other lines was also delayed 
by the storm. 

The rain brought with it a sharp de- 
Cline in temperature. At noon the of- 
ficial reading was 88 degrees and at 2 
p. m. it was 73. The storm had then 
spent its force and the sun was shining.

Passengers on Lake Excursion 
Boat Landed: on Chicago 
Breakwater in Safety.

CHICAGO, Sept. L—The lives of 300 
Dassengers of the excursion boat City 
of Chicago, which caught fire about i2 
miles out from this harbor in Lake 
Michigan at 5 o’clock this morning, were 
saved by the resourcefulness of Capt. 
Oscar Biork. 

His wireless failing to work, Capt. 
Bjork ordered the engines set full speed 
ahead and 45 minutes later the big boat, 
with a carrying capacity of 2600 pas- 
sengers, sunk her bow into the Gov- 
ernment pier and was wedged fast. 

Throughout the ordeal the officera 
and crew stuck to their posts, although 
the stokers and enginemen were chok- 
ing with the smoke and the flames were 
bursting from the upper works. 

To avoid panic, the passengers, nearly 
all of whom were asleep in their cabins, 
were not notified to come on deck until 


the pier was dimly visible through the 
morning mist.

Fuller Will “Discuss American 
Occupancy of Vera Cruz 
With Carranza. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—Paul Fuller, 
personal representative of President Wil- 
son, is due in Mexico City today, to 
discuss with the Government there ques- 
tions relafing to thé American occu- 
Ppancy of Vera Cruz, as well as differ- 
ences between Carranza and Villa. 


Although administration officials have 
not announced their position in any 
formal way, it is generally understood 
that recognition will be withheld until 
a complete agreement between the two 
chieftains has been reached and arrange- 
ments made for a constitutional elec- 
tion. 

Provisional President Carranza has or- 
dered the port of Vera Cruz closed, ac- 
cording to official advices yesterday 
from Gen. Funston. State Department 
offcials are not inclined to regard the 
action as unfriendly. 


During the Huerta regime Vera Cruz 
similarly was closed, but foreign ves- 
sels paid little attention to the order. 
Carranza’s decree would prevent Mexi- 
can ships from putting in at Vera-Cruz 
and, if enforced in an unfriendly way, 
mignt exact heavy penalties from for- 
eign vessels entering any other Mexican 
port after they touched at Vera Cruz. 

In some quarters there was a dispo- 
sition to regaru Carranza’s attitude as 
one of resentment against the con- 
tinued occupancy of Vera Cruz bv 
American troops, but State Department 
officials did not share this view.

Mayor Announces Selection’ of 
Architect and Assistant Editor 
of St. Louis Lumberman. 


he had decided to name Harry G. 
Clymer, an architect, of the firm of 
Clymer & Drichler, and Patrick F. 
Cook, assoctate editor of the St. Louis 
Lumbermen, as members of the Effi- 
ciency Board. The Mayor announced 
several days ago that he would name 
Thomas H. Rogers, his former pri- 
vate secretary, as a member of the 
board. 

The board will organize next Mon- 
day, with Rogers as chairman. 


Hereafter every person, except a lim- 
ited number, will have to take ex- 
aminations, under the direction of the 
board, before being eligible to ap- 
pointment to a city position. 

Death Knell to Ward Bosses. 

Mayor Kiel has instructed the mem- | 
bers of the board to enforce the let- 
ter and spirit of the new charter in 
making up the eligible lists. Should 
this be done, it means that the pow- 
er of ward and professional politi- 
cians to control appointments will be 
at an end, and that no more assess- 
ments for political: purposes can be 
levied against \municipal employes. 
The city employes will be selected on 
the basis of merit, instead of political 
influence. 

Many professional politicians 
sought to get on the Efficiency 
Board, it was learned at the city hall 
today, and they have also been busy 
trying to get promises out of the 
three members to favor their partic- 
ular candidates. 

They have been told that if their men 
passed the examinations successfully, 


‘and meet all the requirements of the city 


charter y that they would be placed on 
the eligYble \list, but not otherwise. May- 
or Kiel has declared that he will not 
tolerate political favoritism in the work 
of the board. He regards the Efficiency 
Commission as probably .more impor- 
tant than any other board under his 
jurisdiction. 

Temporary Appotatments Likely. 
‘The board cannot be organized before 
Monday, because the ordinance recent- 
ly enacted by the Municipal Assembly 
for carrying out,the provisions of the 
charter does not go into effect until 
Sept. 6. 

During the process of organization, the 
board will arrange for temporary ap- 
pointments to fill vacancies until ex- 
aminations can be held. The charter 


provides that ‘temporary appointments} 


for a period not exceeding 60 days may 
be made without examinations. 
Rogers tol@ a reporter that 


the board was being organized, it would 
not, with his consent, be used to carry 


any favorites of party committeemen on | 


‘the payrolls. 

No elty employe, subject to the eff- 
eleney provisions, can draw any salary 
from the city’ unless he is regularly ap- 


pointed from the eligible lists. 
Present city employes will retain their 


positions until they are discharged, re- 
duced, promoted or transferred.

Usted States that it has a 
direct interest in ‘the result of this war—that 
democracy is at stake. 

We believe that democracy as a ee institu- 
tion is destined not only to survive the results| 
of this war, however adverse they might prove, 
but to stfengthen, grow and flourish, despite any 
conceivable military triumphs of autocracy in the 
present struggle. Democracy “fs involved to the 
extent that democratic governmental forms—and 
ferms only—are menaced, “Their complete over- 
throw could change the political geography but 
not the essential political character of European 
peoples or of Britons. There is one thing even 
stronger in Germany than iron militarism itself 
and that is democracy—democracy manifest and 
democracy potential. Let us not be blinded to the 
internal truth by the outward spectacle of the 
German people in action as a war engine, a dis- 
ciplined fighting machine, obeying the dictates of 
a single autocrat. Imperialism, through the lat- 
ter years of peace and preparation, has only held 
Germany in control and command and retained the 
sympathies of the industria] masses through a lib- 
eral, progressive policy and concessions to the 
spirit and vital principle of democracy. 

Democracy is incidentally, not primarily, in 
issue in this war. Primarily it is not a war of 
principles, but of politics—-a war of nationalities, 
of flags, insignia and the paraphernalia of arma- 
ments. It is a war of ambitions, vanities, preju- 
dices, resentments, a letting of bad blood;) and 
there are Czars and imperialists upon both sides 
of it. There fs no clear-cut issue ‘of democracy 
over which the nations have aligned or declared 
themselves, for or against. A German victory 
would leave the German people themselves ulti- 
mately to be reckoned with’ over the issue of 
democracy. On the other hand the complete de- 
struction of the German Empire would leave 
questions of democracy to be settled among the 
conquering Allies. When the day comes and 
popular rule is squarely asserted against the 
fiction of divine right, will not England herself 
amend her outward form of government and doff 
her royal vestments? Will not the impotent 
crown be swept away as well as the potent scep- 
ter, and the last vestige, pretense and empty tra- 
dition of monarchy disappear with the _ sub- 
stance? | 

In the meantime the United States can best up- 
hold, strengthen and aignify democratic institu- 
tions by maintaining its neutrality and impar- 
tial friendship towards every one of the afflicted 
nations. In no other way than by the contrast 
of peace can we preserve the great vital example 
of a working democracy to an aspiring world. 
The logic of Winston Churchill might have been 
addressed to us with equal force a century ago, 
when Napoleon assaulted Europe. If yielded to, 
it might have drawn us into every European war 
and continental brawl] in the last century. If 
yielded to, the logic of Churchill might veritably 
have involved democracy by endangering, by 
weakening, the world’s foremost successful experi- 
ment in government by the people.

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BACK TO THE BENCH. : 

Here is concrete evidence of the industrial re- 
vival which every circumstance in the world’s 
industrial situation had foreshadowed for this 
country with the coming of autumn. 

Five thousand shoemakers have returned to 
work in St. Louis factories and 6000 more, it is 
announced, will resume activity within the next 
fortnight. 

EKurope’s shoemaking is in suspense while her 
shoemakers fight each other in hostile armies. 
Europe needs more shoes now than ever, for her 
millions in the field, and can get them only from 
the United States. | 

The quickened demand will be felt on the 
ranches of Argentina and Bolivia, whence hides 
will come to American tanneries in increasing vol- 
ume, to be transformed into footwear for the en- 
larged European market. 

Europe's peoples, locked in a death grip on the 
field of battle, have ceased for the time being to 
compete with this country in the arts of peace. 
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FAE-FETOHED VIEWS OF NEUTRALITY. 

Without formally protesting against our pro- 
posed purchase for American registry of ships 
now flying the German flag, the British Foreign 
Office adopts the extraordinary French official 
view, that such purchase would place funds at 
the disposal of German subjects in large amounts 
and be equivalent to supplying the German Gov- 
ernment with financial assistance. London adds 
the further point that the transfer of ships in 
such large numbers from a belligerent is without 
precedent: e 

The, adoption of the principle that any or all 
transactions are interdicted which would increase 


| the financial resources of a people at war would 


greatly restrict the privileges of noncombatants, 
whereas the whole tendency of recent progress 
has been to enlarge their privileges. 

To lay emphasis on the importance of a disin- 
terested neutrality, President Wilson urged our 
bankers not to lend money to<any of the nations 
at war, and certainly that is a wise policy which 
would prevent our own stores of gold from being 
depleted during the continuance of the struggle. 
But there is nothing in international law which 
forbids such loans. Englan@, and France as well, 
has made billions by lending money on ruinous 
terms to nations engaged in war. 

And if direct loans may be made to Governments 
actually carrying on military operations, what 
bar can there be to purchases that will put money 
in the pockets of the private stockholders in the 
vessel.companies of a belligerent Power? The 
fact that German official personages may be stock- 
holders in the selling companies or that our Gov- 
ernment may subscribe to the stock of the pur- 
chasing companies does not alter the equities of 
the case. 

If London and Liverpool have British woolens

or Irish linens or Sheffield hardware to sell dur- 


ing the continuance of the war, must we refrain 
from buying them because payment would in- 
crease the resotirces of the British empire? If 
any industries survive in the South of France, 
must we refrain from buying their:.product be- 
cause we shall add to French cash reserves? Ifa 
way is opened to us to get German dyes, must we 
deny ourselves on the ground that we will poten- 


tially be adding. to the funds in Spandau Tower? 


“Buy neutral ships,” advises London. What 
neutral ships are there for us to buy, aside from 
rickety Scandinavian craft or Spanish tubs? Per- 
haps London means that we shall buy Switzer- 
land’s merchant marine. London seems to be 
looking ahead to the menace of a revived Amer- 
ican commerce at the end of the war. 

The interpretation is too narrow. For the 
sake of future as’ well as present noncombatants, 
it should be resisted. Wisdom and firmness can 
find a way out without sacrifice of principle, and 
at the same time without complications that might 
draw us into the struggle. The German ships 
might be kept off European routes and put in 
the South American trade. The money paid for 
them might be kept in escrow until the resoration 
cf peace. 
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INDUSTRIAL INDEPENDENCE OF.EUROPE. 


“The peril of depencence on foreign nations 
for production and over-sea transportation is 
demonstrated in the European war of 1914 as 
never before,’ says our old friend, the American 
Economist, organ of the Protective Tariff League. 
But the utter collapse in the present crisis of 
the whole system of customhouse taxation for 
promoting independence conveys no instruction 
to this untamable stand-pat organ. Fifty years 
of an archaic policy pursued with a view to 
affording protection to American shipyards has 
only rncreased our dependence on foreign vessel- 
owners. The striking object lesson of a virtual 
embargo on over-sea transportation only causes 
the Economist to show deep sympathy with 
attacks on the emergency shipping measures and 
te prate of the sacrifice of the ship-building in- 
dustry. 

The rapid and unjustifiable advance in the price 
of sugar, making advisable the removal of all pro- 
tection on sugar at once, instead of three years 
and a half from now, affords no light to the 
Economist on the sugar problem. . It actually 
urges that the consumer shall be placed com- 
pietely in the power of the trust by the “repeal of 
the entire sugar schedule of the Underwood tariff 
and the re-enactment of the tariff of 1909.” It 
demands legislation to expand the American pro- 
duction of dyes and chemicals for which we are 
now so largely dependent on Germany and says 
we should never again be in danger of having 
our industries paralyzed through a menre of for- 
eign supplies. 

If half a century of the highest protection de- 
creed by any country in the world still finds us 
dependent on the dyes and other articles of for- 
eign manufacture, how high would the protection 
have to be and how long must it continue to make 
us independent? Perhaps blind, unreasoning 
fanaticism on the taxation of the many for the 
benefit of the vided asgmen gO farther.
